Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that the combination of JP'637 and Kimura fail to disclose a volume of holes in the joining metal provided at joint portion 
is 5% or less of a volumetric capacity of the joint portion, as recited in claim 1 . This is not found to be persuasive. Though the combination 
of the prior art does not explicitly recites any hole in joining metal, the presence of a hole in the joining metal is a defect in the joint, which 
may lead to higher resistance at the joint portion. It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art to minimize the defect 
to have a better joint performance. The combination of the art does not explicitly disclose any defect in the joint but the low resistance at 
the joint implies that there will be minimum defect / voids at the joint. Further, it has been held that where the general conditions of a claim 
are disclosed in the prior art, discovering the optimum or working ranges involve only routine skill in the art. In re Aller, 220 F.2d 454,456, 
105 USPQ 233, 235 (CCPA 1955). Therefore, the combination of the prior art meets the limitation. 
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
